Prof. Dycke Racing Lieut. Peary for 
a Meteorite. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) June 3.—It is pos- 
sible — is an object that does 
not appéar og the surface in the sud- 
den departure kor Alaska of Prof. L.

During his northern trip last sum- 


Greenland, to the largest meteorite in 
the world, and immediately announced 
his determination to possess it. Lieut. 
Peary. with whom Prof. Dycke never 
got along very well claimed the meteor- 
ite by right of discovery, and warned 
the professor not to attempt to remove 
it. As the meteorite weighs dozens 
of tons Peary’s warning was of little 
necessity at the time, but Prof. Dycke 
stated distinctly that he intended, 
within a few years, to return to Green- 
land for the meteorite. a 
Last week the dispatches announced 
that Lieut. Peary would sail for Green- 
land this summer to secure the meteor- 
ite. As soon as Prof. Dycke can 
reach Seattig, he, too, will sail for the 
North Pole, and it is quite probable 
that his destination is neither Alaska 
nor the North Pole; but the point in 
Greenland where the coveted meteorite 
lies. Prof. Dycke will have the longer 
route through Bering Straits, and the 
northwest passage, but he is a man 
of great energy, and if he has in real- 
ity started on a race for the coveted 
meteorite, the chanees are in favor of 
a lively race for Greenland. Th 
meteorite is roughly estimated to be 
worth 350,000.

“KILLING OFF GERMANS. 


THE CHINESE ARMY GETTING RID 
OF GERMAN OFFICERS. 


The Entire Squadron of the Father- 
land in Oriental Waters is Or- 
dered to Nankin—Rebels Rout 
Government Troops. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, June 3.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A special from Shanghal says 
German officers lent to drill the Chinese 
army have been subjected to indig- 
nities and outrage, the motive of 
which was to force them to resign. 
Recently two Germans were beaten by 
soldiers, agd now an officer named 
Krauss has been murdered by the 
bodyguard of Lin Kun Yah, Viceroy 
of Nankin. In consequence, the entire 
German squadron in Chinese waters 
has been ordered to Nahkin. It is be- 
lleved the Germans will withdraw the 
fifty officers now in the Chinese army, 
and insist upon the payment of ‘the 
whole amount of their contract. 

Another dispatch says the Krauss 
rebels defeated Chinese Gen. Tung 
with terrible slaughter and the Vice- 
roy of Nankin has ordered the German- 
drilled troops to assist in suppressing 
the rebellion. ;

Extended Debate Over the Naval Ap- 
propriation Bill—Senator Tillman 
on Armor Robberies’’—House 
Getting Ready te Adjourn.

WASHINGTON, June 3—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The River and Harbor Bill 
is now a law. notwithstanding the 
President's veto. San Pedro's fight is 
settled, so far as Congress is concerned. 
Its enemies have accomplished much 
good for it. No one supposed, at the 
beginning of the session, that more 
could be accomplished than the obtain- 
ing ot an approuriation for an inner 
‘harbor, but now a deep-sea harbor is 
assured. The location of such harbor 


ot it was bitterly fought by the friends 
of Santa Monica, because they claimed 
such a commission could not be other- 
wise than favorable to San Pedro be- 
cause President Cleveland and Gen. 
Craighili would “pack it.“ 

All that is necessary is that the case 
should be properly presented to an un- 
purchasable board. Senator White, 
when asked for news concerning the 
commissiom said: “There is nothing 
that can be given out at this time. 
All we ask is a fair, impartial board; 
that we demand, and have every assur- 
ance we will get it.” , 

Many letters have been received from 
engineers on'the Pacific Coast request- 
ing Senators to use their influence to se- 
cure appointments for the former, Re- 
plies have invariably been sent that 
the Senators have nothing to do with 
the matter, having taken too active a 
part in the legislation. San Pedro’s 
friends do not want to have either un- 
fairness or an apeparance of unfair- 
ness. It would seem, they think, mani- 
festly improper that engineers who are 
presumably biased, even though not 
actually so. should be selected. It may 
be stated from sources other than those 
directly concerned, that President 
Cleveland will listen to Gen. Craighill 
in making up the appointments. Craig- 
hill has entire confidence in Senator 
White, but the Senator will not abuse 
such confidence by entering into the 
scramble to secure places on the board 
for would-be appointees, There will 
be no great haste in selecting the board. 
It is reported to be the desire of the 
President to appoint men about whom 
there can be no question as to either 
ability or integrity, and there is a very 
strong possibility that they will not all 
be agreed upon at the same time. 

It has been a fight without prece- 
dent, and the sentiment is that it is 
a victory for the people against the 
Southern Pacific monopoly. White was 
placed in the most trying position a 
man could well be in, but the scheme 
of John W. Mitchell to use this fact to 
defeat him for the Senate has fallen 
very flat. White has conquered the sit- 
uation and come out triumphantly. 

It was urgently claimed before this 
fight that the Funding Bill could and 
would pass, and its opponents were 
ready to concede that its chances were 
most excellent. The harbor fight pre- 
vented the Funding Bill from becoming 
a law. Huntington fell between two 
stools. Had he concentrated his entire 
force upon the Funding Bill, it is prob- 
able that iniquity would have been guc- 
cessfully consummated. He was 
stronger in that than in the harbor 
matter, but he made two fights instead 
of one, was beaten on thé mesure 
brought to an issue and the other had 
to be abandoned for the session. ' | 

It is now generally understood to be 
his policy to prevent any legislation 
‘whatever next session as to the Pacific 
railroads, making no real effort to pass 
the Funding Bill, and to organize a sys- 
tematic campaign to elect men to the 
next Congress who will favor his pro}j- 
ect. He has not heretofore opposed Pur- 
kins very strongly, but will combine 
with John D. Spreckels to defeat Per- 
kins in the next Legislature, Hunting- 
ton has always taken an active part 
in politics, watching out for his inter- 
ests, but his former efforts in this line, 


it is said, will be as nothing compared 


realizes that it is a life-and-death 
struggle. 

His defeat in the harbor fight has 
made him desperate, foreshadowing his 
defeat on the Funding Bill and the pas- 
sage of the bill to institute foreclosure 
proceedings. He has the opposition of 
nine-tenths of the people, and knows it. 
It is necessary, thérefore, that he 
should use every means that his money 
and the railroad organization can fur- 
nish. It is reported here that he will 
concentrate his forces to make John D. 
Spreckels Senator. 

Huntington told White he was getting 
old and taking no interest in the har- 
bor. It would look as though he was 
losing some of his shrewdness on ac- 
count of age, although he has as much 
yet as several average men combined. 
When he became so bold that he put 
in the Santa Monica project without 
getting any representative to further it, 
he brought about a fight that exposed 
his methods as nothing else could, and 
caused leading papers throughout that 
country to denounce him and his proj- 
ect. Several strong journals that were 
doubtful of the expediency of the 
government foreclosing on the Pacific 
roads became at once vigorous oppon- 
ents of the Funding Bill on account of 
the harbor. Congressmen opposed to 
government ownership of railroads, and 
therefore disposed to favor the Fund- 
ing Bill, had their eyes opened, and 
became firm friends of foreclosure. Hun- 
tington is beaten and thinks the only 
way to save himself is to buy the de- 
feat of the present Representatives and 
Senators and the elections of others 
who will support him. San Pedro has 
gained a substantial victory, but its 


friends cannot afford to relax their vigi- 
for a moment.

SENATE AND HOUSE. 


Spirited Debate Over the Veto and 
the Naval Bill. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Senate 
today passed the River and Harbor 
Bill over the President’s veto by a 
vote of 56 to 5. ‘This was the last step 
in making the bin effective, and it is 
now a law. The vote was taken after 
three hours of spirited debate, during 
which the President was criticised and 
defended, the remarks at times being 
directly and bitterly personal. The op- 
position to the veto was expressed

When a partial conference report was 
presented on the Naval Appropriation 
Bill, Serator Quay moved that the 
Senate recede from its amendment re- 
ducing the number of battleships from 
four to two. —_ brought on an ex- 
tended debate. In its course, Senator 
Tillman spoke in his usual way on 
“armor robberies. He referred to the 
grip by the throat which the armor 
concerns had on Congress, and. look- 
ing around the Senate, asked if there 
were attorneys or a lobby here, or 
Senators interested in seeing these 
contracts given out. A final vote on 
the item of battleships will be taken 
at 1 o’clock tomorrow. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. . 


REGULAR SESSION. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—SENATE. 
A contest for the right-of-way. arose 
as soon as the Senate met today. Sena- 
tor Vest of Missouri, who, in the ab- 
sence of Senator Frye, is in charge of 
the Rivers and Harbors Bill, sought to 
have the President's veto taken up. 
This was opposed by Senator Petti- 
grew of South Dakota in charge of the 
Indian Appropriation Bill conference re- 
port. Senator Vest urged that the sus- 
pension and possible destruction of the 
dmprovement of international water- 
ways was of more moment than any 
other one subject save that of the na- 
tional honor. It was an imperative 
question to be settled now, so that if 
the veto was sustained it could be de- 
termined whether any other river and 
harbor bill was to be framed. The veto 
order was taken up by a vote of yeas 
38, nays 10. The negative vote was:

Senator Vest said the veto contained 
statements, which, however much he 
might respect the office of President, 
ought not to go unchallenged. The 
Senator did not question the President’s 
veto prerogative, but said the framers 
of the Constitution never intended that 
this power should be used in the ordi- 
nary affairs of the government. It 
was to be a power to meet an extraor- 
dinary emergency when popular pas- 
sion led to hasty legislation, or when 
a constitutional question was involved. 
The early Presidents, who stood near- 
est the Constitution, exercised the veto 
power but seven times, twice by Wash- 
ington, five times by Madison, never 
by Jefferson or John Adams. 

Senator Vest then analyzed the state- 
ments of the veto regarding extrava- 
gance. The President had, he said, 
stated that the bill made direct appro- 
priations of $14,000,000, while in fact they 
aggregated $12,608,900, a difference of 
$1,391,100. Senator Vest took up other 
items, showing the totals were less 
than the President’s statements would 
indicate. The Senator said that as to 
the general charge of extravagancy, in 
considering the vast interests involved, 
this measure was reasonable. There 
were items open to question, yet, as in 
all legislation, this was the result of 
compromise. 

Senator Vest said he had addressed a 
letter to Gen. Craighill, chief of engi- 
neers, asking for facts as to the state- 
ment of the President; that he had 
learned from official sources that the 
bill contained appropriations intended 

to serve private interests. The Senator 
paid Gen. Craighill made no reply, but 

in response to a telegraphic query, an- 
swered that the letter had been: “re- 
ferred to the Secretary of War for in- 
structions.” Up to this date no infor- 
mation had been given. 

“So, for reasons best known to the 
administration,” said Senator Vest, bit- 
terly, “it is considered best not to go 
into details, but. to indulge in general 
and historical declamation as to al- 
leged extravagance and favoritism 
in it.“

LEXINGTON (Ky.,) June 3.—The 
drift of the Democratic State conven- 
tion today has been to make Senator 
Blackburn a Presidential candidate, 
and Gen. P. Watt Hardin, the defeated 
candidate for Governor, his successor 
in the Senate. The convention is 10 to 
1 for the 16 to 1 ratio. It was thought 
before the districts met that the gold- 
standard men would get the Chicago 
delegates and other representatives out 
of three districts, but the Louisville 
district is the only one that the gold 
men controlled, and the Committee on 
Credentials is laboring all night on 
contests that may wrest the Fifth Dis- 
trict from the gold men and give a 
solid delegation to Chicago for free 
silver. 

The delegation is instructed as a unit 
to vote for Blackburn at Chicago, and 
Blackburn is sitting up all night tak- 
ing part in the contests before the Com- 
mittee on Credentials. Blackburn's 
conciliatory course was followed in the 
resolutions and the various speeches of 
Blackburn and Hardin, not to give one 
iota of their victory away, is likely to 
be followed in the report on creden- 
tials in the event a bolt tomorrow 
is probable. The First and Second 
Districts today comdemn Secretary 
Carlisle by name in their resolutions, 
and all of the districts except the Fifth 
condemn the national administration, 
but the committee and covention were 
more conservative. 

The convention at one time attempted 
to prevent the Fifth Digtrict delegates 
from voting till the report on creden- 


tials was ae.

It was raining this afternoon as the 
delegates to the Democratic State Con- 
vention assembled. Hon. Charles Long, 
chairman of the State Democratic Cen- 
tral and Executive Committee, selected 
last year when the gold-standard men 
controlled the organization, in calling 
the convention to order, said 

“While I, with many other Demo- 
crats, differ with you greatly on the 
money issue and regard it as the issue 
of supreme importance to our country, 
I as a Democrat submit the issues and 
results to the party. The issue will be 
met by the Democratic party in our na- 
tional convention, and if your positions 
and views prevail and are approved by 
ballot, my candid judgment is that you 
will be most grievously disappointed. 
We hope that the action of the party 
here and in Chicago may be tempere 
with wisdom and sound judgment for 
the best interests of the party, and we 
shall await the result when the people 
will pass judgment at the November 
election and render their verdict ac- 
cordingly. Before I conclude I beg your 
kind indulgence to state that Grover 
Cleveland stands today as the equal in 
devotion to the best interests of our 
government and faithful service of any 
President such as preceded him in of- 
fice, and the country is indebted to the 
Democratic party for his selection, and 
I doubt not that you will give him 
your support. 

“John G. Carlisle stands for the 
American people today as one of our 


purest statesmen and patriotic public,

servants. He today embodies the ele- 
ments of the political character and 
capacity and faithfulness that would 
make him the next Democratic Presi- 
dent, if our party could have and exer- 
cise the clearness of the political fore- 
sight that lies before us.”

Senator Blackburn 
responded to repeated and continuous 
calls, and addressed the convention for 
one hour on the lesson of the great Si- 
ver victory in Kentucky last Satur 
day, and the duty of the representa- 
tives of the people in this convention.

The ma- 
jority report reaffirms Democratic prin- 
ciples and says: 

“We are in favor of an honest dollar, 
a dollar worth neither more or less than 
100 cents. We favor bimetallism, and 
to that end we demand the free and un- 
limited coinage of both gold and silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 as standard 
money, with equal legal-tender power, 
independent of the action or advice of 
any other nation. 

“We hold that the Secretary of the 
Treasury should exercise his legal right 
to redeem all coin obligations in gold 
and silver as may be more convenient, 
and we are opposed to the issuance of 
bonds in time of peace for the mainte- 
nance of the gold reserve or for any 
other purpose 

We are opposed to the national bank- 
ing system and to any enlargement of 
its powers, and opposed to any con- 
traction of the currency by the retire- 
ment of greenbacks or otherwise. 

We are for a tariff for revenue only.” 

The A.P.A. is denounced, and the 
delegates to Chicago are instructed to 
vote for J. C. S. Blackburn for Presl- 
dent. 

A minority report will be presented 
by A. J. Carroll, member of the com- 
mittee from Louisville. It omits in- 
dorsing Blackburn. Its financial plank 
reads: 

“We insist upon a firm maintenance 
of the present legal standard of value 
with such use of legal-tender silver 
coins and paper, convertible into coin 
on demand, as can be maintained with- 
out impairment or endangering the 
credit of the government, or diminish- 
ing the purchasing or debt-paying 
power of the money in the hands of 
the people, and in the absence of an 
international agreement we protest 
against the free coinage of silver or the 
compulsory purchase of silver bullion 
by the United States as injurious to 
industrial and commercial interests of 
the country, and especially disastrous 
to the interests of the farmer and the 
laboring man.“

CHICAGO, June 3.—A special from 
St. Louis says that although it is one 
week since the disastrous tornado 
struck St. Louis and the East Side, it 
was not noticed until today that all the 
houseboats on the river had 
peared. Between the chain of rocks 
and Chouteau avenue, last Wednesday 
morning, there were sixty-four of these 
floating shanties.

When the Blanther letter was put 
into his hands early last evening, Capt. 
Lees said at once that if it was gen- 
uine, it was a matter of the utmost im- 
portance. Then he devoted himself to 
a minute examination of the four sheets

‘written as to be very difficult to read, 


and of the plain, white envelope ad- 


dressed in a large, neat lettering, such 


as a good draughtsman and map-maker 
might use. With a magnifying glass 
he examined every word in the long let- 
ter, and then made comparisons with 
the many samples of Blanther’s hand- 
writing which he has collected, and 
with which he is familiar through long 
etudy. 

When he had decided and declared 
that no person but Blanther could have 
written the letter, he talked about the 
curious features of the communication, 
speculating as to the fugitive’s motive 
in writing, and as to his movements be- 
tween the date on which he was seen 
at El Paso May 19, and the day on 
which the letter was mailed in At- 
lanta. As to the latter date, Capt. 
Lees thought at first it was May 23, 
the figures being somewhat indistinct, 
but the 28th is probably correct, since 
the mail from Atlanta occupies just five 
days coming. It is Capt. Lees’s opinion 
the letter was not written on the train, 
as indicated in the first line. 

“And furthermore,” he continued, it 
must be taken into account that he may 
have handed the letter to some travel- 
ing companion to post for him in At- 
lanta. The fact that the letter bears 
no date would seem to give color to

YOSEMITE VALLEY AFFAIRS. 


Business Meeting of the Governor 
and Commissioners. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

YOSEMITE, June 3.—The Yosemite 
Valley commissioners met this morn- 
ing, Gov. Budd in the chair, and all 
the commissioners present. The ap- 
pointment of the standing committees 
was postponed till some future date 

A complaint from J. J. Cook 


the Sentinel Hotel, in regard to solic- 
iting patronage from stage passengers, 
was read. Also a complaint from Glass- 
cock in regard to the agent of Cook 
soliciting passengers in the valley, and 
a petition asking to have an agent 
of the stage company appointed in the 
valley, which would be entirely separ- 
ate from either hotel. 

The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee was read at length. Gov. Budd said 
that too much stock had been allowed 
to run loose in the valley, and that in 
future if any stock was allowed to run 
loose in the valley the owners of the 
stock would have to sell hay to campers 
at a very low figure to even up with 
what feed their stock ate, which nat- 
urally belongs to the campers. The 
Governor also says that too many large 
trees had been allowed to be cut.down 
for firewood for hotels, and in future 
he recommended the guardian to have 
charge of all cutting of trees and the 
wood d to the hotels at low figures. 

The bylaws say that all rents received 
from hotels, etc., in the valley must be 
used to clear the valley and be used 
on roads, etc., hence the Governor rec- 
ommends that the hotels be charged 
less rent than heretofore, and the les- 
sees be compelled to keep them in re- 
pair, and what rent is received be put 
into a fund for beautifying the valley 
instead of paying out more money ev- 
ery year for repairs on hotels than is 
received from rents. 

Gov. Budd favors amending the by- 
laws which give the Executive Commit- 
tee so much power and putting power 
more with the whole commission. He 
also favors a new plan by which the 
hotels will have their rooms rated by 
the day which will range from $2 to 
$4. A committee of four, consisting of 
Gov. Budd, Boggs, Field and Johnson, 
was appointed to bring the hotel-keep- 
ers together to classify their rooms and 
make a schedule of prices of the vari- 
ous rooms. A committee, consisting of 
Ostrander, Sperry and Clinch, was ap- 
pointed to change the by-laws so as to 
virtually do away with the Executive 
Committee, and throw the various bus- 
iness matters more with the varieus 
committees. 

A communication from a committee 
representing the Merced and Yosemite 
Railroad Company was read, asking 
the Yosemite Valley Commissioners to 
ald them in securing a right-of-way 
through the Yosemite National Park 
up the Merced River to the line of the 
Yosemite Valley grant. Quite a heated 
argument next came when the specifi- 
cations for a bridge across the Cascade 
creek were . It was finally re- 
ferred to the Committee on Roads and 
Trails. 

Next in order was the election of the 
guardian of the valley. Clark was put 
in nomination by Ostrander and, as 
there were no other nominations, he 
was unanimously elected guardian’ for 
the ensuing year. TAH

DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Alpine Cement and Plaster Works 
Burned to the Ground. 

The Alpine Cement and Plaster Works 
at the corner of Alameda and New 
Washington streets, owned by W. F. 
Holzinger, were entirely destroyed by 
fire shortly after 1 o’clock this morn- 
i 


ng. 

Officer Woodward, who patrols a beat 
some distance away, saw a blaze a few 
minutes after 1 o’clock. He ran to the 
fire alarm box at the corner of Twelfth 
street and Central avenue and sent in 
a call for the department. 

When the firemen arrived the build- 
ing was a mass of flames, and it was 
impossible to save it. Owing toa great 
scarcity of water the work of the de- 
partment was impeded, and only one 
engine could be utilized to pump water 
from the zanja. 

The building was a frame one, two 
stories in height and about sixty feet 
long by forty feet wide. The wood 
burned like tinder and the lurid flames 
lit up the scene for many blocks. The 
works were running day and night and 
the building was filled with heavy ma- 
chinery, none of which was saved. 

Standing on a side track was a South- 
ern Pacific freight car which was par- 
tially loaded with the product of the 
factory. The flames spread to the box- 
car and it was half consumed. In spite 
of heroic efforts of the firemen to save 
it, the building burned fiercely and in 
an hour after the fire started it was a 
smoldering mass of ruins. 

Phe loss is roughly estimated at $25,000 
which is partly covered by insurance. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. — 
There is a Possibility of two Elec- 
é tric Roads. 

SANTA BARBARA, June 3.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The Santa Bar- 
bara Consolidated Electric Company 
has stirred up the old mule car line, 
until it has some lighting notions of its 
own, which will be up for consideration 
at tomorrow’s meeting of the City 
Council. The Bonebrake interests have 
applied for an electric franchise. A 
Times correspondent called upon Sec- 
retary H. S. Luster of the Consolidated 
Electric Company today and was in- 
formed the new company had not taken 
hold herewith the expectation that the 
old street railway company would lie 
down and die without a struggle, al- 
though Mr. Bonebrake has all along 
assured them he did not intend to build 
an electric road. 

Mr. Luster says the officials realize 
the fact that there is not support here 
for two roads, and that the proper 
thing would be a consolidation of in- 
terests, but they have no overtures to 
make. They received no encouragement 
whatever in this direction, but have 
gone quietly ahead making plans with- 
out display and now they are ready to 
build a road and are going to build it, 
no difference how many more are built. 
They secured a franchise which lo- 
cates their line just where they want it. 
It covers the principal routes of travel 
in and about the city, and if any road 
will pay operating expenses this one will 
Everything necessary to build and 
equip the new road, except the engines 
and boilers, has been ordered, and is 
now on the way. Poles are already 
here, and the rails, bonds and part of 
the wire will be here this week. The 
trolley wire comes from the East, and 
will not arrive for some time. Con- 
struction will commence at once. 
Water development is now going on at’ 
the power-house site.

Choice lemons have 
been sold heretofore as low as fifty 
cents a box in the orchard, when the 
same quality of fruit, cured, was sell- 
ing on the market at $4 and $4.50 a 
box. Growers have no objection to 
these latter figures, but they want a 
share in the difference between the 
two. That is what built the new cur- 
ing and packing house and now Santa 
Barbara lemons will have a standing. 
They will have a place of their own on 
the market and that place will be at 
the head, because experienced, suc 
cessful business men of wealth are 
handling the fruit, which is as fine as 
ever grew.

ments in the country. The Senator 
spoke of cheaper rates of transporta- 
tion resulting from improvements at 
the Soo, New Orleans, Baltimore, New 
York, Boston and elsewhere. In the 
platform on which Cleveland was first 
nominated was a strong plank for 
water improvements, and his early 
messages indorsed these improvements. 
Senator Vest declared that in the near 
future legislation would be directed to 
further developing international com- 
merce and the cheapening of transpor- 
tation. 

Senator Sherman said he would vote 
to pass the bill over the veto because 
the improvement of the waterways of 
the country was one of the most impor- 
tant branches of national development, 
and one in which other great nations 
were showing even greater advances 
than the United States. Moreover, the 
legislative branch was given the exclu- 
sive right to appropriate money.” 

“It is time to curb this daily exercise 
of the veto power.” declared Senator 
Sherman. “It is a most extreme power, 
and a dangerous one, unless exercised 
only in the most extreme cases, involv- 
ing constitutional questions. But this 
wise restriction is set aside, and we 
have a veto every week or so, every 
or 80.“ ‘ 

nator Smith of New Jersey said 
this discussfon of the veto — was 
not new. As a result of personal in- 
quiry at the Engineer Department, he 
was able to state that this bill con- 
tained appropriations of $10,500,000 for 
projects which had not been approved 
by the government engineers, and $1,- 
500,000 for projects which the engineers 
had reported as unworthy. 

Senator Vilas said that the bill con- 
tained important appropriations for his 
State, but he could not bring himself 
to the conviction that this great burden 
should be added to the distressed shoul- 
ders of the people of the country. He 
regarded the criticisms of the veto by 
Senator Vest as inconsequential. The 
appropriations of this Congress would 
exceed $500,000,000 before reporting the 
River and Harbor Bill. Congress had 
come to dealing with vast sums as 
lightly as would some oriental prince 
who had no comprehension of values. 
The appropriations of the present Con- 
gress would outstrip those of the Con- 
gress which became famous as the 

Billion-dollar Congress.” Where was 
the money coming from? Was it com- 
ing from more taxation or more bonds? 

Of course the Secretary of the 
Treasury will have to stop paying when 
he has no more money to pay.“ ex- 
claimed Senator Vilas, “but is it the 
desire of this Congress to drive the 
treasury into bankruptcy? The Sena- 
tor from Ohio (Mr. Sherman) appealed 
for more revenue, as though realizing 
revenue was some legislative trick.” 

Instead of that, he said, more reve- 
nue meant more taxation, sucked with 
the tremendous force of law from the 
procuct of labor and burning deeper 
the stripes into the shoulders of labor. 
Because of this recklessness of expen- 
rom hag he would vote to sustain the 

eto. 

Serator Berry of Arkansas, while dep- 
recating the extravagant appropria- 
tions, regretted that the attacks should 
be directed against the bill which most 
benefited the agricultural classes. 

Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota. 
in expressing the belief that the time 
had come for the constitutional amend- 
ment limiting the veto power, made 
a violent attack upon the President. 

“The present occupant of the White 
House,” continued Mr. Pettigrew, ,“‘is 
not content with the violation of the 
Constitution by the exercise of the 
veto power alone, but with utter dis- 
regard of his sacred ‘oath of office, as 
well as of the Constitution, he over- 
rides the laws, influences Congressmen 
with patronage, enriches his favorites 
at the public expense—in fact, permits 
no restraint, but his imperial will. He 
has refused to enforce the laws of 
Congress so often that the list of vio- 
lations is next only to the vetoes. He 
has sold bonds at private sale, to his 
favorites and former associates, upon 
terms and at a price many millions 
of dollars below the market price of 
the bonds on the day of such private 
sale. In view of these facts. it was 
time for Congress to give some atten- 
tion to these usurpations. If this gov- 
ernment is to survive, we can no longer 
look with indifference upon the shame- 
ful autocracy of Grover Cleveland.” 

Senator Bate of Tennessee supported 
the veto, and opposed the bill. The is- 
suance of bonds was behind this meas- 
ure, he said, or else a tariff bill which 
would overtop even the McKinley bill. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada opposed 
the veto because he thought river and 
harbor improvements were meritorious. 

Senator Hawley supported the bill, 
and pointed out its general features of 
merit. 

“I am sorry to find the President 
dominated by this sad spirit of press- 
ism.” said Senator Hawley. There is 
no decadence of the love and respect 
of our people for their government. 
Millions of men are ready to lay down 
their lives for their country. I do not 
think the President of the United 
States ought lightly to make this re- 
mark.” 

Senator Hill upheld the veto power, 
declaring that the fine distinctions and 
limitations which had been stated were 
in the brains of Senators, but not in 
the Constitution. Senators had quoted 
Jackson, but Senator Hill reminded 
them that “Old Hickory” himself in- 
augurated the vetoing of river and har- 
bor bills, and, in 1832, interposed the 
first veto of such @ measure. 

In conclusion Senator Hill offered a 


the Constitution providing that the 
President may veto a specific item of 
an appropriation bill without vetoing 
the entire bill. 1 
Senator Butler of North Carolina 
spoke of the Presidential use of patron- 
age to influence legislation and elec- 
tions. This with the veto power made 
the President an autocrat more dan- 
gerous than a King of England could 
ever be. 
This closed the speechmaking, and 
the veto was taken, resulting in the 
of the bill over the President's 
veto by 56 yeas, 5 nays, as follows:

He said he did not ob- 
ject to the law, providing that all armor 
must be of American make, but he ob- 
jected to having the American con- 
cerns rob the government. He wanted 
to see whether those companies could 
take the government and Congress by 
the throat. The vote on receding from 
the Senate amendment limiting the 
price of armor would show the power 
of these “armor robbers.” He de- 
clared that the investigation of armor 
frauds two years ago was shifted into 
the Senate in order to kill it. 

„Have we attorneys here?” asked 
Senator Tillman, looking around the 
Senate. “Have we a lobby here? Have 
we Senators interested in seeing those 
contracts given out? Ionly ask the 
question; I don’t know.” 

A vote on Senator Quay’s motion was 
not reached, but an agreement was 
made to vote at 1 o’clock tomorrow.

WORKING GIRLS’ HOME. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE FLOWER 
FESTIVAL SOCIETY. 


Finances of the Past Year Came Out 
Nearly Even—An Institution that 
Does Much Good—History of the 
Enterprise. 


The annual meeting of the Flower 
Festival Society was held yesterday 
morning at the home on East Fourth 
street. 

The board of directors and managers 
of last year were reélected for the com- 
ing year, the only change being the ad- 
dition of Mrs. George E. Pratt to the 
board of managers. 

The directors are: Mrs. George M. 
Danskin, president; Mrs. C. E. Day, 
first vice-president; Mrs. E. P. Johnson, 
second vice-president; Mrs. Felix C. 
Howes, third vice-president; Mrs. J. 8. 
Slauson, financial secretary; Mrs. C. N. 
Flint, recording secretary; Morris’ M. 
Albee, treasurer.

The report of the treasurer showed 
the amount received during the last 
year to be $5793.17. The disbursements 
include the matron’s check, amounting 
to $5098.89; the county taxes, $131.32; 
city taxes, $111.14; certificate of depos- 
it on interest, for next year's taxes, 
$275; cash in matron’s hands, $82.82; 
balance in bank, $94. 

Mrs. C. N. Flint, the recording secre- 
tary, read an admirable report, of which 
the following is the substance: 

“This has been a year of quiet, un- 
eventful record; at first glance it would 
seem less satisfactory and complete 
than the preceding. We have less of 
harrowing details to relate of sick and 
homeless women; less of those sensa- 
tional facts that naturally tend to bring 
us before the public as a charitable in- 
stitution, yet we still feel that we have 
not neglected any opportunities to be- 
friend any unfortunate. Several things 
have combined to cause this: With the 
growth of the city, new avenues of 
employment are opened up, furnish- 
ing work for many of our girls who were 
thrown out of positions last year and 
forced to accept whatever was offered 
to them in the way of labor. With the 
experience of the past year before us, 
we have also found it necessary to en- 
force certain rules with regard to ad- 
mission to the home, which has les- 
sened somewhat the number of appli- 
cants. The board of managers has fixed 
the age limit at 35, believing that its 
first duty is to shield the young worker 
whose unprotected pathway is beset 
with temptations; that the first years 
of a girl's struggle for self-support are 
the years when she must receive sym- 
pathy, encouragement, aid if need be, if 
we do our duty as Christian women in 
a Christian land.” 

Instances were cited of the life of 
working women in ordinary lodging- 
houses, with cold, bare, cheerless rooms 
and contrasted with the benefits of 
home life. 

“Given a comfortable, well-furnished 
room, a sunny, cheerful parlor, a library 
well-stocked with readable books, mu- 
sic, Christian instruction, above all a 
friendly interest in the-individual, and 
the chances of temptaton to the work- 
ing girl are reduced to a minimum. If 
anything might be suggested to add to 
these features, it is that the social life 
of the home should be given more at- 
tention. Occasional, but regular, enter- 
tainments and quiet evenings should be 
a part of the life of the home, thus less- 
ening still more the natural desire of the 
young to seek diversion in the cheaper 
public places of amusement.” 

“The register of the home shows an 
enrollment of 245 young women since 
the last annual meeting. Among these 
are teachers from the country and small 
towns in the East, looki for work in 
Southern California; students, mostly 
from outside places, fitting themselves 
for lives of usefulnecs; saleswomen, 
who are barely making a living, but are 
still independent of aid; artists, stenog- 
raphers, printers, hairdressers, laun- 
dresses and housekeepers, who are seek- 
ae employees or taking a well-earned 
rest. 


“With one or two exceptions, the 
young women are self-supporting. 
While this may seem somewhat remote 
from the common interpretation of 
charity, it is the wise end for which 
this society has striven—to surround 
our workers with the advantages of 
happy homes and yet make them feel 
independent of pecuniary aid. The 
measure of any philanthropy is its 
worth to a community. Among all the 
good works for which our beautiful city 
is noted, the Flower Festival Home 
stands foremost as an institution that 
has won success and recognition by its 
worth.” 

“But worth alone is sometimes pow- 
erless without an efficient propelling 
power, and lest our friends should im- 
agine the home is self-managed, as well 
as self-supporting, we have summar- 
ized the work of the committees. Every 
Monday morning during the year, our 
House Committee and president come 
to the home, review the weekly ac- 
counts, mark the needed repairs and 
purchases, and consult with the matron, 
all with a carefulness of detail equal to 
that shown in their own homes. To 
the vigilance of these ladies is due our 
present prosperous condition. The vis- 
iting committee inspects the rooms 
weekly, from basement to attic, keeps 
strict watch over the sanitary condi- 
tion of the home, and recommends any 
needed improvements that will add to 
the comfort of the boarders. The Ad- 
mission Committee is, watchful that 
no unworthy applicant gains admis- 
sion, yet full of compassion for any 
unfontunates who would join our band 
of workers. The Committee on Educa- 
tion has been especially alive to the 
interests of the home this year. Two 
delightful entertainments have been 
given under the direction of this com- 
mittee, netting a sum sufficient to sup- 


library.” 

The society was organized in 1885, its 
object being to give the protection of 
home life at a reasonable rate to work- 
ing women. 

To procure the funds necessary for 
building a home the first rose festival 
was held at the old Nadeau Hall in 
April, 1885. The net proceeds were 
. In November, 1885, a curio ex- 
hibit added the sum of $1000 to the 
funds in the treasury. In April, 1886, 
a second flower festival was held in the 
Tabernacle, corner of Main and Fourth 
streets, which netted the society $4100. 
In April, 1887, a third flower festival 
brought into the treasury the hand- 
some sum of over $7000. After the first 
festival of 1885 a small house had been 
hired for temporary occupancy of the 
society’s home. A lot had been secured 
from Col. R. S8. Baker, who generously 
deducted $600 from the price, and upon 
this, on October 19, the society began to 
build the present home. It was com- 
pleted February 27, at a cost of $13,- 
and formally opened on March 1, 


887. 

Subsequently other festivals’ were 
given at the Pavilion, but were discon- 
tinued as the financial standing of the 
home became assured. For the past 
two years the home has been self-sup- 
porting.

EXIT THE MOTOR. 


CHANGES ON THE COLTON-SAN 
- BERNARDINO MOTOR LINE. 


Nearly Ready for Operation as «a 
Standard Road — Transportation 
Offices Flocking Together — All 
the Southern California Rail- 
way Engines Now Burn Oil, 


The work which the Southern Pacific 
has been doing on the old motor line 
which runs from Colton to San Bernar- 
dino is fast approaching completion. 
The stumpy little engines which have 
fong plied back and forth, dragging 
two or three overgrown street cars be- 
hind them, will soon be retired to the 
scrap heap, to make way for modern 
engines and coaches. A large crew is at 
work just east of Colton. The motor 
line crosses the Santa Ana River, then 
climbs a steep grade. The grade was 
very steep, and the motors puffed.and 
‘blew their hardest, and just managed 
to crawl up the hill. The company 
wished to remedy this. It has built a 
fine, substantial new bridge across the 
river. Then a tremendous cut has 
been made, over fifty feet deep. The 
laborers began far to each side of the 
original shallow cut, and made a deep 
excavation. It was necessary not to 
interfere with the steady traffic of the 
line, so the road was lowered by steps, 
| operated for a while on one shelf, then 
lowered to one below, until finally 
landed at the bottom of the cut. The 
old forty-pound rails are being relayed 
with sixty-two-pound rails. thus greatly 
increasing the substantialness of the 
line. The earth from the cut is used 
at the opposite ends of the bridge over 
the Santa Ana River to fill in the ap- 
proaches. Large quantities of rock are 
being used to cover the earth with rip- 
rap filling, thus making the work very 
solid and permanent. The Southern 
Pacific has applied to the Trustees of 
Colton for permission to make changes 
in the motor line in the way of 
straightening out curves, thus better 
fitting the line for operation as a first- 
class road. 

SCRAP HEAP. 

The ground floor of the new Wilco 
Block on the corner of Second and 
Spring streets will be almost wholly 
given over to transportation companies. 
The Southern California ticket agents 
will move into the rooms on the corner 
next Sunday. The next room is occu- 
pied by the Postal Telegraph Company. 
then come the offices of the Redondo 
Railway Company and the Grand 
Trunk agent; next is the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company’s headquarters, 
and in the northeast corner of the 
building the offices of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway and the Oceanic 
Steamship Company. Workmen are 
now busy in the offices lettering the 
windows, building counters and putting 
on the finishing touches. 

E. B. Stewart, Riverside agent of the 
Southern California Railway Company, 
was in town Tuesday. 

Every locomotive in the service of the 
Southern California Railway Com- 
pany is now using oil for fuel. The of- 
ficials express great satisfaction with 
the new fuel, as it is cheap, easy to 
handle and practically smokeless, for 
it is only during the first half mile of 
a run that any smoke can be perceived 
coming from the smokestack of an en- 
gine. 

The Southern California Railway 
Company has determined to run four 
big excursions to San Diego this sum- 
mer. They will differ from last sum- 
mer’s excursions in one important par- 
ticular. Instead of trying to carry ah 
the excursionists on one day, which ne- 
cessitates uncomfortable crowding, the 
company will sell these excursion 
tickets on two succeeding days. The 
fare will be $3, less than half fare. The 
excursions will be run on June 26 and 
27, July 10 and 11. August 7 and 8, and 
September 4 and 5, the excursionists

OVER THE PRESIDENT’S VETO. 


Now that the Senate has passed the 
River and Harbor Bill over the Presi- 
dent’s veto, that measure has become 
@ law, and the Southern California 
harbor contest is ended so far as Con- 
gress is concerned. The location of 
the deep-water harbor for this Coast 
rests entirely with the commission 
provided for in the bill. The decision 
of that commission will be final, and 
after it is rendered work will proceed 
on this great and much-needed im- 
provement. Whichever site may be 
selected, there will be no “going behind 
the returns,” no appealing from the 
decision. It is a relief to feel that the 
controversy has reached this definite 
Stage, and that at all events the peo- 
ple of this Coast are to have a har- 
bor. ; 

As the case rests at present, the 
friends of San Pedro have every reason 
to hope for the ultimate triumph of 
their cause. The main point which 
Senator White insisted upon, threugh- 
out the course of his splendid fight for 
the people’s harbor, was that the de- 
cision should be committed to an im- 
partial tribunal, and not to one se- 
lected by Huntington. The Hunting- 
ton crowd as strenuously insisted that 
they should be permitted to name the 
commission.. Senator White prevailed. 
There is every reason to believe that 
the commission to be appointed will 
be an impartial one, and composed of 
both capable and incorruptible men. 
In the hands of such men the cause of 
San Pedro will be safe. Its advan- 
tages over Santa Monica for harbor 

purposes are so numerous and obvious 
as to commend themselves to the com- 
mission upon a careful examination of 
the respective sites. 

The friends of San Pedro have no 
cause to fear the outcome. The only 
real danger, if danger existed, would 
lie in the possibility that Huntington 
would be able to corrupt a majority 
of the commission. That he will make 
strenuous efforts to do so is in the 
nature of a foregone conclusion. But 
it is possible to appoint a board which 
Huntington cannot buy; and The 
Times believes that such a board will 
be appointed to determine this matter. 


THE ANTI-BOND BILL. 


Gold is still flowing to Europe from 
this country, and the treasury’s gold 
reserve is slowly diminishing. Should 
the anti-bond bill, which passed the 
Senate Tuesday, become a law—of 
which there is hardly a possibility 
the Executive Department of the Gov- 
ernment would be tied hand and foot, 
and would be obliged to stand help- 
lessly by and suffer the nation’s credit 
to be destroyed and its financial in- 
tegrity compromised. 

The bill in question prohibits the 
issuance of interest-bearing bonds of 
the United States for any purpose 
whatever without the special author- 
ization of Congress. If this measure 
Were to become a law, the National 
credit would thereby be placed in 
the hands of a factional combination 
of Senators, who have shown by their 
course within the past few months 
that they have no regard for the na- 
tional honor, that they hold the credit 
of the nation to be an unimportant 
factor, and that they will stop at no 
expedient or subterfuge, however base, 
to accomplish the triumph of their one 
idea. 

Reference is made, of course, to the 


free-coinage crowd in the Senate. Un- , 


fortunately for the country, these men 
ere in a small majority in the upper 
House of Congress. If they could take

would offer to the government, if pos- 
sessed of the dangerous power which 
they covet, would mean national dis- 
honor and partial repudiation in either 
case. A refusal by Congerss to afford 
relief would at once send gold to a 
premium, suspend specie payments, 
destroy confidence, and plunge the en- 
tire nation into a maelstrom of distrust 
and bankruptcy. The enactment into 
law of the 16-to-1 flat absurdity would 
bring about similar resulta. In either 
event, widespread disaster would be 
assured, 

There is little danger that the free- 
coinage extremists will have tbeir way. 
Their power for evil in the Senate 
practically reaches its limit in their 
ability to block legislation at will. 
They will exercise that power in sheer 
malignity, to a greater or less extent, 
at the next session of Congress. But 
they are not likely to retain this power 
of obstruction beyond March 4, 1897. 
Several of these obstructionists will on 
that date be retired to private life. 
The Senate will be reorganized, and 
will, in all probability, be in line with 
Republican ideas and methods. With 
the wise revision of the tariff the need 
for financial legislation will, to a 
great extent, disappear, and there will 
be no further necessity for the issue of 
interest-bearing bonds.

KILLED BT THE TRAIN. 


Sudden Death of a Southern Pacific 
Section Foreman. 

John Cavanaugh, a Southern Pacific 
section foreman, long in the employ of 
the Southern Pacific, was killed yes- 
terday afternoon near San Fernando, 


run down by the train from San Fran- 
cisco. 


Cavanaugh had a gang of laborers 
at work a short distance this side of 
San Fernando, getting out gravel. 
At 1:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
work train was on a sidétrack. its 
engine blowing off steam so as to 
make a deafening noise. Cavanaugh 
was stooping down, glancing along the 
rails. The express from Ban Fran- 
cisco, No. 19, came down the track. 
As it approached, it whistled, but the 
noise of escaping steam from the work 
train kept Cavanaugh from realizing 
his danger. One of the Chinese labor- 
ers was close beside Cavanaugh. He 
heard the train in time. He yelled to 
him to look out and leaped from the 
track just in time to save hie life. 
Cavanaugh straightened up—and at 
that moment the train struck him and 
tossed him aside, with his back, his 
left arm and his left leg broken and a 
bad wound in the scalp. 

Cavanaugh leaves a widow and half 
a dozen children, who live at San 
Fernando, He was a man of 58 years,

Citizens of the Great Republic 
Rebbed and Beaten—Charitable 
Institutions Destroyed — Our 
Country’s Honor at Stake. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS CORRESPONDENCB.) 

CHICAGO, May 29.—In closing his 
series of articles on the Armenian hor- 
rors, H. H. Van Meter declares that 
American citizens have been robbed 
and maltreated by Turkish savages who. 
have been emboldened to pursue such a 
course by diplomatic complications 
among Great Powers and their unwill- 
ingness to intervene in behalf of tor- 
tured Christians. He calls upon Amer- 
ica to act in behalf of the Armenians 
and her own citizens in Turkey, even 
if she acts alone. The last installment 
of the series follows: 

When the Mohammedan hordes, 
under their conquering leader, Mo- 
hamed II, captured Constantinople in 
the fifteenth century, they found much 
the same sort of civil and religious 
liberty allowed there, as ancient 
Roman rule had recognized the world 
over, even before the Christian era be- 
* such as prevailed in Palestine 
in the days of Christ, when Jew and 

ntile were alike tolerated, centuries 
before the birth of Mohammed, whose 
fanatical followers have reverted to the 
barbarism of pre-historic ages in their 
insane attempt to turn back the tide 
of Christian civilization. 

The real irrevocable religious law of 
Islam is, that all who live on Moham- 
medan soil must be Mohammedans or 
die, but the Sultan may spare a tribu- 
tary as a slave or an alien if ex lent. 

It being impracticable, in 1453, either 
to enslave, banish or exterminate the 
Byzantines and their alien populations 
from their newly-acquired empire, 
without depopulating it of the very 
peoples needed the most to uphold its 
prosperity, they were permitted to re- 
main and their former social, civil and 
religious rights, privileges and liberties 
were, to a great extent, recognized, and 
continued as a necessity to the new 
State, not because of any liberality or 
love of civil or religious freedom, but 
because their n needed their 
codperation and aid. 
The Roman Emperor had already 
granted to the Turkish residents of Con- 
stantinople the right to be ruled by 
Moslem law administered by their own 


judges, previous to this conquest, thus 


extending to them the “extraterritorial 
rights,” which are recognized today, not 
as an innovation of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, but as a continuation of customs 
from time immemorial, which the ty- 
rannical Turk is now trying for fanati- 
cal purposes to subvert to the mur- 
derous political religious system of Mo- 
hammedanism, not only among e- 


‘nians, but Americans as well. 


ISLAM OR THE SWORD. 
TheMohammedan law, religiously pro- 
hibiti all peaceful or friendly rela- 
tions ‘with non-Mohammedans, requires 
the rupture of treaty compacts, as soon 
as the Sultan is able to successfully en-

It is not the Christian alone, who is 
sacrificed to the infernal fury of Mo- 
hammedan fanatics and Turkish tax- 
gatherers, as Islam or the sword!“ is 
their watchword for all. The Jew, as 
well as the Gentile, has been subjected 
to the most awful atrocities imaginable 
whenever Mohammedan rapacity could 
reach booty or beauty. The Buddhists, 
and the whole heathen brotherhood of.

El Monte has an interesting histori- 
cal relic—the first Masonic lodge ever 
built in Southern California.

The new army regulations received 
by officers in Southern California pro- 
vide that an officer who sustains bodily 
injury while riding a bicycle, either 
for pleasure or on duty, shall be re- 
garded as receiving injury, “in the line 
of duty.” The government recognizes 
that in riding for exercise the officer 


“is thus increasing his bodily efficiency, 


and should he run into a red cow, or a 
Chinese vegetable wagon, or meet with 


other mishap while astride a wheel, 


the national government will regard 
the mishap with the same general con- 
sideration that it would regard the loss 
ofan ear or a leg in action. 


The Board of Supervisors has given 
the Superintendent of the County Hos- 
pital authority to exclude any visitor 
whose presence he may think is inimi- 
cal to the best interests of the pa- 


tlents. Just what lies behind this ad- 


tion is not quite clear, but Supervisor 
Hanley voted “no,” upon its passage. 
The petition bore the names of a large 
number of physicans of this county. 
If this is a movement toward shutting 
out any honorable school of medicine 
its intention is abominable and dishon- 
orable, and should be stamped out in 
the courts if it is impossible elsewhere. 


The Board of Supervisors received a 
communication from a banking house 
of Chicago and New York asking in- 
formation in regard to the proposed 
refunding of the bonds of this county. 
the bank asserts a belief that it can 
float the bonds at 4% per cent. annual 
Interest, and asks for more definite in- 
formation. The letter was referred to 
the District Attorney for a written 
opinion upon the authority of the Board 
of Supervisors to refund the bonds. 
The tone of the letter indicates that 
this county’s credit is considered first- 
class in the Hast and that its paper 
is very little below that of the govern- 
ment in the financial market.

There is certain to be a difference of 
opinion among many as to the wisdom 
or propriety of the Fire Commission’s 
decision in refusing to allow the engines 
and apparatus of the department to 
make a part of the Fourth of July 
parade. A large number of business 


men and insurance agents protested to 


the commission against the depart- 
ment’s participating in the parade, but 
to many of the persons who find enjoy- 
ment in a Fourth of July procession a 
parade of that sort without the fire de- 
partment being included in it would 
resemble ‘the play of “Hamlet,” with 
no Hamlet in the cast.

| PLEA FOR JEWS. 


CHRISTIAN ALLIANCE. 


Last Seasion Held Yesterday After- 
Addresses by Mrs. Mont- 
gomery and Mr. Waddell—Suc- 
cessful Closing Day of the Con- 
vention. ab 


For seven days, with three long ses- 
sions each day, the Christian Alliance 
Convention has continued, and the in- 
terest grew in intensity to the last mo- 
ment, when, at nearly 6 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, it was closed, After the 
usual animated praise and testimony 
meeting in the morning, Mr. Waddell 
spoke for an hour and a half on the 
theme of the Holy Spirit in life and in 
service, his own ministry during these 
days being the best illustration of his 
theme. ‘ 

At 2 o’clock Mr. Waddell conducted 
an hour’s service in the lecture-room, 
devoted to answering further questions 
and enlarging upon the subject of the 
great ministry of prayer.

If it had 
not been written in the Bible, this 
would have been my one prayer—that 
they might be saved from sin, from 


what a gem that is, to have in Jesus a 
Savior. Yet so many good Christians 
brought up to it, have a very poor idea 


Alliance people have been discovering 
somewhat more in Him, and you call 
Him not only Savior, but also Sancti- 
filer, Healer and Coming King. But it 
is very different with us Israelites. If 
I told you all the bitter cups I had to 
drink because I wished to call en Jesus’ 
hame, you would see how I value the 
Savior, how I adore Him. But He wants 
every one to find Him in all His prec- 
iousness. You will experience it the 
moment you open your heart and 
stretch out your hands of faith and let 
Him in. You talk of a four-fola gospel, 
but so many Christians do not feel 
that they can trust God to lead them 
from sickness, We Jews, if converted, 
would be ashamed in sickness to take 
a drop of medicine. As long as I was a 
Jew I was sick, but since I became a 
Christian I have never. been sick, and 
have worked and preached incessantly. 
We have neglected the divine com 
mand, and have not preached to the 
Jews at all, whereas the Word says: 
‘To the Jew first, and to the Gentiles 
also.“ I do not need to go to the Scrip- 
ture to inform you about the Jews, for 
you all know your Bibles. If any one 
does not know about the Jews, it is 
because he does not know his Bible, 
for all their history is told in the 
Scripture. The trouble is. that Chris- 
tlans take to themselves the blessings 
given in the Bible to Jews. There is 
a literal Zion and Israel. Jesus is 
enough for you Christians; when the 
Word speaks about Jews it means 
Jews, not Presbyterians, or Baptists, or 
the rest. God has a mighty future for 
Israel. We should love the Jews and 
be their friends, because God loved 
them, and has chosen them as His peo- 
ple. They have given us a Bible, a 
Savior, and the church. It is unac- 
countable that eighteen centuries have 
assed, and so little is done for Israel. 
ow much have even you Alliance peo- 
ple prayed for their conversion? How 
much have you loved them? How 
much have you given for them, in com- 
parison with other nations? Even you 
are guilty people today, because you 
have neglected God's purposes concern- 
ing Jews. God forgive those Chris- 
tians who have no interest in Israel. 
They are as much in blindness con- 
cerning Israel as Israel is concerning 
Christ, God is going to give the Kine- 
dom to Israel. They are to be brought 
back. ey have been cast off for 
your sakes, and shall be restored by 
your mercy. Then, when Israel is re- 
stored under Christ, instead of a few 
converts on a mission field in a whole 
year as now. nations will be born in 
a day. 
The Jews are coming by the thou- 
eands to the meetings in New York, and 
no people are so hungry for the gospel 
as the Jews. The Lord gets all the 
glory. People cannot even pronounce 
my name, so people cannot say “See 
what the great Mr. Brown or Smith 
is doing.“ but it has to be said, See 
what a great work God is doing 
through a little Jew, I do not know 
how to pronounce his name. God has 
used us for the conversion of very 
many. Jews, and to preach to over one 
hundred thousand Jews in our land. 
You do not know what it costs a Jew 
to come to Christ. My parents dis- 
owned me; my wife’s parents became 
my bitterest enemies; my wife and chil- 
dren denied me. and I could not stay 
in my city one night in safety. For 
six years I was separated from my 
wife, Now she has come to the knowl- 
of Christ, and has come back to 
me, and is being greatly used for 
Christ. But all these bitter things only 
bring one nearer and nearer to Him we 
trust. Our Jewish preachers are in all 
the earth without'salary or pension of 
even $5. They all go forth in faith in 
God. We are all one in Christ. Pray 
for the peace of Jesus alone. “I will 
bless them that bless thee.” God takes 
pleasure in them that love Israel. Jesus 
is the King of the Jews and you should 
invite them in His name to search the 
Scriptures, and see if He, whom they 
now reject. is not their King. What will 
not the Jew lay down at Jesus’s feet 
when he finds Him, and the Jew is 
God’e greatest natural preacher. Let 
us Show the Jews our love, and wel- 
come them. Let it be your pleasure to 
do all you can for the conversion of 
the Jews.

The Stimson alleged dynamiter is 
on trial, and Coyne is making a desper- 
ate defense. Supervisors have no au- 
thority over the Santa Monica ferry.

WILL KEEP IN DOORS. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT ON THE 


FOURTH OF JULY. 


Board of Fire Commissioners Re- 
fuses the Request Made by the 
Fourth of July Executive Com- 


mittee ance and Business 
Men Protest. 


The brass machines of the Fire De- 
partment will not be seen in the usual 
parade on the next Fourth of July. 
This was decided upon yesterday, at 
the regular meeting of the Board of 

Fire Commissioners. The matter came 
up on a number of petitions from busi- 
ness men and insurance agents, pro- 

testing against the practice of allow- 
ing the Fire Department apparatus 


to be used in the parade on Independ- 
ence day. 


FROM BUSINESS FIRMS. 


First on the list of petitions was the 
following, which the Clerk read, signed 
by 100 business men of the city: 

“The undersigned property owners 
and underwriters hereby request that 
Fou do not permit the Fire Department 
of this city to participate or take part 
in the parade on the Fourth of July. 
While recognizing the excellent im- 

pression this department of the city’s 
service always makes when on parade, 
we think the past experience demon- 
strates that the interests of the city 
will be served best if the department 
is kept on guard and ready to answer 
any call in even: better time than is 
its custom, that is when conditions 
are normal, and the air is not full of 

Chinese bombs, firecrackers and other 
prolific causes of fires.” 

INSURANCE AGENTS OBJECT. 
“J. K. Urmstrom, an insurance agent, 
had filed the following with the board, 
which was also read by the Clerk: 

“As a representative of one of the 
leading fire insurance companies doing 
business in this city, I would respect- 
fully request that the department, 
which you have charge of, do not turn 
out on the Fourth of July in parade, 
as has been the custom. My reasons 
for making this request are too obvious 
for explanation. I trust the good judg- 
ment you have shown in the past 
management of the department will be 
continued in the future.“ 

- PETITION NUMBER THREE. 
The last four words of the following 
petition from C. O. Hawley, agent of 

a fire insurance company, will sound 
rather queer to some people: 

“I notice that your board has been 
requested to permit the Fire Depart- 

ment to participate in the Fourth of 
July parade. I most respectfully pro- 
test against this proceeding. The Fire 
Department is not a toy, but was 
bought with the people’s money, and 
the people are taxed to support it, upon 
the theory that the protection is worth 
something. Fire insurance companies 
doing business in this city, and prop- 
erty owners generally, have a right 
to the protection which they pay for. 

“There is another feature which 
should not be lost sight of, and that 
is, that in the event of a fire, without 
@ response of the department to an 

properly turned in, the parties 
suffering the loss and the insurance 
company paying the loss, would have, 
in the opinion of good attorneys, an 
action against the city for damages. 
This was the view taken by the at- 
torneys of a fire insurance company 
in a case of this kind which occurred 
on the Fourth of July last year. ‘ 
However that may be, it is your 
duty to conduct the affairs of the de- 
partment for the public safety and not 
for the public pleasure. It might add 
something to the enjoyment of the 
small boy to see the fire engines in 
the parade, but it would certainly be 
a cause of alarm in the mind of any 
thoughtful person, who would realize 
the immense Value of property, and 
perhaps life, left without protection, 
for a foolish exhibition.” 4 

AND LASTLY THIS! 


The following, addressed to the 
board, is from an insurance agent 
named Wheeler: ; 

“We understand that an effort 
being made to induce your board 8

Detective’? Coyne on Trial for the 
Stimson Outrage.

It will be remembered that Coyne 
claimed to be a detective and went to 
Mr. Stimson and unfolded a deep plot 
to blow up his property and take his 
life. Coyne claimed to him that these 
desperado crooks had recently come in 
from Mexico and that he had them un- 
der his control and that he would di- 
vulge their plans and murder them all 
if proper arrangements could be made. 
After listening to Coyne’s tale of woe 
and his importunities for $10 with 
which to get one of the men embalmed 
in liquor so he could be used as the 
subject of a confession, Mr. Stimson 
refused to confer with the “detective 
longer and washed his hands of alarm 
and turned the matter over to Chief 
of Police Glass. 

Coyne appears to have become dis-

TRYING TO GAIN TIME. 


Peck Lighting Company and its 
Work in the City Hall. 

Members of the City Council are 
learning with some degree of surprise 
that a big bill will soon be presented to 
them for the work performed in plac- 
ing electrical fixtures in the City Hall. 

When the fuss and debate between 
the Peck Lighting Company and the 
Council, as to which should pay for 
this work, was on, several weeks ago, 
it was stated that the job could be done 
for about $30 or $40. With this under- 
standing, or in fact, without a very 
definite understanding of any sort, the 
City Electrician was told to proceed 
with the work, buy such supplies and 
hire such men as he thought necessary. 

This hag been done and $400 has al- 
ready been spent on the job, with $300 
more yet to be drawn from the city 
treasury, to complete the work, ac- 
cording to the estimate of the City 
Eléctrician.

It has also leaked out that the work 
of placing the electrical fixtures‘in the 
hall is being purposely delayed so as to 
allow the Peck people to get machinery 
here from the East, which will supply 
the light necessary to be had in the 
City Hall. At the present time, the 
resources of the Peck company, are not 
at all adequate to the necessities of the 
case. The matter is apt to receive at- 
tention at the hands of the Council 
next Monday, and an investigation of

The American Banker claims to have 
word from San Francisco that a rep- 
resentative of a New York speculator 
is in California quietly buying up irri- 
gation bonds, issued under the Wright 
Act, which Judge Ross declared uncon- 
stitutional, and a review of which de- 
cision is now pending before the United 
States Supreme Court. The report 
States that the operations of the spec- 
ulator are being assisted by W. Hamil- 
ton Gray, a Fresno contractor, who is 
thoroughly familiar with the physical 
as well as the legal conditions pertain- 
ing to those bonds. If this report is 
true it would indicate that the specu- 
lator in question anticipates the re- 
versal of Judge Ross’s decision. 

CALIFORNIA BULLION OUTPUT. 
The bullion product of California in 
1895 was $15,334,000 gold, as against 
$599,000 silver, yet the free silverites 
persist in putting California in the sil- 
ver column. . 


COMMERCIAL. 


GOOD LEMONS GALORE. Covina 


has just installed an excellent exhibit 
of lemons at the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The fruit was cured by the 
Azusa-Covina-Glendora Lemon Asso- 
ciation and compares favorably with 
any that has been produced in South- 
ern California this season. The Co- 
vina Valley is one of the new lemon 
districts; trees are just coming into 
profitable bearing and the outlook is 
very encouraging. The pack of the 
Azusa-Covina-Glendora Lemon Associ- 
ation has proved so satisfactory that 
the demand for it is in excess of the 
output. 

Sperry & Crocker, who have estab- 
lished somewhat of a reputation as 
lemon packers at Santa Barbara, are 
at present loading a carload of lemons 
at Azusa.. They have bought the crop 
on the Slauson ant Macneal ranches, 
and are ouring and packing the fruit, 
which is pronounced first-class in all 
respects. 

The first carload (thirteen tons) of 
lemons ever shipped from Whittier 
went out the first this month. . Two 
more carloads are in process of curing. 
Five years ago there was not a lemon 
tree in the district. Now there is a 
large aocreage and the results thus fur 
obtained warrant the prediction that 
Whittier will be famed for its lemons 
as well as other productions. 

Judging by the success achieved by 
Los Angeles county lemon-growWers up 
to date, lemon culture is destined to 
be one of the most important branches 
of the fruit industry. 


GOOD OUTLOOK FOR WALNUTS. 

According to rellable reports from 
Rivera the walnut crop wil be im- 
mense. The trees were never more 
prolific than this year, the boughs be- 
ing as densely covered with green nuts 
as with foliage. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, the hot weather and winds did 
not make the fruit drop. The Rivera 
Walnut Growers’ Association estimates 
the crop for that district, embracing an 
area about four miles square, at 140 
carloads of 24,000 pounds each. It is 
too early to conjecture what prices 
will be, but buyers are already trying 
to obtain contracts, and prospects are 
that the growers will fare better than 
they did last year when very fair prices 
were obtained. The crop at a very 
reasonable estimate will net the Rivera 
growers in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000 


The medals awarded to the Rivera 
walnut growers at the Columbian Ex- 
position and Cotton States World's 
Fair have been distributed and are 
highly prized by the lucky recipients. 


ALFALFA HAY. The third cutting 
of non-irrigated alfalfa is being made 
in the Green Meadows district, south of 
the city. The stand on ground planted 
five years ago, which has not received 
a drop of water except the natural 
moisture, is as good as it ever was, 
although cut regularly six times a 
year and never fertilized or cultivated. 
The ground in this section is naturally 
moist, but the amount of hay produced 
is phenomenal. At the current prices 
for hay, which are low compared with 
what they have been, the alfalfa far- 
mer has no reason to complain. From 
his six crops a year he derives a very 
handsome income, considering the 
comparatively small amount of labor 
involved. 4 


A NEW LOCAL INDUSTRY. It 
will not be long before the patrons of 
home industries in Los Angeles will be 
able to use “home-made’ salt. 

There is nearing completion a short 
distance south of East Seventh Street, 
near the river, the largest and most 
complete salt refinery in the West. It 
is the property of the Crystal Rock 
Salt Mining Company, an organization 
of San Francisco capitalists who have 
been induced to erect this plant here on 
account of the cheap fuel afforded by 
Los Angeles. Flattering inducements 
were offered the company by several 
coast towns to locate the factory there, 
but Los Angeles was chosen on ac- 
count of the supply of crude petroleum 
and its advantages as a distributing 
point. 

Meyer Lewis, a former resident and 
business man of this city, has charge 
of the work of construction and is 
very enthusiastic over the outlook. 
He says the company has an inex- 
haustible supply of pure rock salt near 
Danby, a station on the Atlantic and 
Paeific road in San Bernardino county. 
It is a surface deposit and there are, it 
is estimated, at least 16,000,000 tons in 
sight. An analysis by the State Assay 
office pronounces the salt almost chem- 
ically pure. The crystallized salt in its 
natural state is so clear that a news- 
paper can be read through a slab of it 
two feet thick. 

The company has been mining and 
shipping large quantities of this rock 
salt several years. It was not until 
the fuel question was solved by the de- 
velopment of an abundance of oll in 
Los Angeles that a refinery was 
thought of. In order to make no mis- 
take, Mr. Lewis visited all the principal 
salt works in the United States and 
made a thorough study of the methods 
and machinery used in the business. 
With the knowledge thus acquired, he 
has undertaken the establishment of 
a large and elegantly equipped refinery 
‘in Los Angeles as already stated. f 

The company has a tract ot land 200K 
500 feet, upon which a building 222 feet 
long has been erected, leaving plenty | 
of room for storage sheds, enlargement 
of the plant, etc. Delay was occa- 
sioned by having to order the luniber 
specially from Oregon, as the local lum- 
ber yards did not have timbers of suf- 
ficient size in stock. The woodwork is 
now neurly completed, but further de- 
lay has been caused by the railroads 
in transporting the machinery from 
Sandusky, O. It has now deen 
twenty-two days on the road, and was 
last heard of at Albuquerque, so it is 
expected to arrive in a few days, and 
will be speedily installed. The first car- 
load of rock salt is due at the factory 
within a few days, and Mr. Lewis hopes 
to begin actual operations about the 
15th inst., but all 
timely arrival of the belated machin- 
ery. 

The process of manufacture will be 
to dissolve the rock crystals in water, 
then evaporate the brine by steam 
heat, sift, purify, etc., until an abso- 
lutely pure article of flaky salt, for 
table, dairy or any use whatever, ond 
that will not get lumpy’ or solidify 


depends on the 


geles salt refinery will be far superior 
to any salt manufactured by solar 
evaporation, which is the only process 
in use on the Coast. If so, the company 
will undoubtedly find a very good mar- 
ket for all it can manufacture. 

The capacity of the new works is 
estimated at sixty tons a day, but the 
machinery ordered is sufficient to 
double the present estimated capacity 
should the condition of the market 
warrant it. 

The only salt works of importance in 
California are the ones at Salton and 
those around San Francisco Bay, where 
the filthy bay water is evaporated and 
an inferior quality of salt produced. 
The San Francisco Chronicle estimated 
last year’s output of the bay evapora- 
tors at 42,000 tons. The capacity of 
the Lo® Angeles refinery will exceed 
this tonnage. 

The new factory will give work to a 
considerable number of men, and will 
prove a very important addition to the 
industries of Los Angeles. :

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


SAVING OF FUEL IN GENERA- 
TION OF STEAM POWER. The fol- 
lowing from the Engineer’s Review 
gives some idea of the improvements 
made in steam engines in the last 
quarter of a century.: 

“The ratio of consumption of fuel to 
the indicated horse power in the year 
1870 equalled from 3 to 1; today the ra- 
tio of the modern system does not ex- 
ceed 2 to 1, or a saving in fuel equal 
to 30 per cent. With the introduction 
of forced draught, equal to 6 inch of 
water under the grate, the ratio of 
fuel consumption measured in terms 
of horse power to the unit of grate 
area, has been increased from 12 to 1 
to 20 to 1. The increased steam pres- 
Sures, steadier working and greater 
number expansions, and the substitu- 
tion of steel have enabled 50 to 60 per 
cent. greater motive power to be given 
to a ship of a given tonnage and dis- 
placement.”

SAN DIEGO, June 8.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Goddess of Justice, 
‘with the one pan scale, on top of the 
County. Courthouse, appeared happier, 
if anything, when the news was cir 
culated that Dr. Hearne, in his $100,- 
000 libel suit against the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, had retained the Hon. 
Thomas Fitch of Phoenix, Art., to jaw 
for his side of the case, Thomas is well 
known as the silver-tongued orator of 
the Pacific Coast,” even though his pub- 
lished utterances of late In the New 
York Tribune and elsewhere, have in- 
dicated that he was for gold--the bright 
yellow gold of the Sierras—when it 
comes to talking the money question in 
connection: with national politics. 
Should Arizona become a State would 
Thomas become a United States Sena- 
tor? It is a question that has inter 
ested many. minds. He could give 
many of the cracked-brained bipeds 
now wearing senatorial togas many 
valuable points, and his powers of ora- 
tory would be a gain to the nation’s 
Senate. It is a pleasure to San Diegans 
to once more welcome Mr. Fitch heside 
the roaring main, and to have him clasp 
hands with his old fellow-citizens in 
helping straighten out the affairs of 
justice, in their midst. His participa- 
tion in this affair may help offset the 
disability of Miss Justice on the court- 
house dome, as the poor girl tries to 
weigh things accurately, with her one- 
pan scale. 

After yards and yards of weary 
questioning on Monday and Tuesday, a 
jury of good men and true was se- 
cured’ by Tuesday afternoon, when 
counsel for the plaintiff squared them- 
selves for the .presentation of their 
cause. Judge Van Dyke evidently felt 
relieved that the jury was at last se- 
cured, and the more interesting busi- 
mess of the case was at hand. Plain- 


_tiff’s counsel outlined his side of the 


case, reviewing the divorce of Dr. and 
Mrs. Hearne, referring to their remar- 
riage and to the articles in the Chroni- 
cle concerni the affair. These alleged 
damaging, in atory articles are to 
be offered in evidence, also the papers 
relating to Hearne’s arrest, trial and 
acquittal in Missouri. A Chroniele edi- 
torial was introduced in evidence, ob- 
jected to, and an exception taken 
defendant’s counsel. 
Dr. Hulbert was as first wit- 
ness. He remembered reading H 
in the Chronicle. Judge. 
ceunsel. for - plaintiff; asked: 3 
Did you understand the article to 
Hearne with a part in the kill- 
ing of Stillwell?” 
Attorney Wood, for the defendant, ob- 
jected because the “article was not cov- 
ert in its meaning, and no explanation 
was necessary as to how a reader would 
understand it. The article was in plain 
English, the crime of murder was not 
charged, and no such meaning could be 
ascribed to K. The words of the arti- 
cle were not ambiguous, and it would 
be the duty of the court to pass upon 
its construction in the absence of words 
requiri explanation, The court in- 
formed Judge Works that his question 
seemed to be too broad, whereupon 
the following’ dialogue’ ensued: 
Works. We claim the article is am- 


biguous, and has a meaning that 


Hearne had a part in the crime. 

Court. An article might be written 
that would create damage where the 
writer had no such intention. 

Works. That is our eontention. 

Court. Have you any authority to 
such a proposition: 

Vorks. We think the article jmputes 
crime, and I think. we have a right to 
submit the question. We conld quote 
8 but it would take some 

Lawyer Wood cited authorities indi- 
cating that the court should decide 
where language was. ambiguous.. He 
held. that in this instance court should 


decide if murder was ch 


Works. If the court holds that the ar- 
ticle charges crime, then this testimony 
is incompetent, and we will prove other 
matters. 

Wood. We hold that no orime has 
been charged, and therefore there is 
no libel and no case exists. ' 

Mr. Hunsaker argued that plaintiff 
must show that the innuendo plainly 
charged murder. The most that could 
be said against the article was implica- 
tion that Hearne was under suspicion of 
murder. Plaintiff alleged that article 
by innuendo charged the crime of mur- 
der or complicity in murder. The 
lawyer held that article could not be 
construed to charge that Hearne had 

itted a orime. 

‘For two hours the attorneys argued 
the point and the court said: “It seems 
to me that the most that can be gath- 
ered from the article is that a suspicion 
attached to the defendant, where grand 
juries had investigated the plaintiff's 
alleged connection with the crime and 
newspapers had more or less to gay. It 
would be strange to say that the lan- 


uage implied the charge of murder. 


here was a suspicion in same way or 
another in connection with the transac- 
tion. That's my conception of the ar- 
ticle. That is in the nature of libel, ac- 
Ing to the code, however, unjustly.” 
‘Werks, Do.I understand you, your 
honor, to hold that the language as con-

Mr. Hungaker here cited authorities 
to show that If the Judge holds that libel

Court. I should think the article ca- 
pable of such a construction, but as to 
whether it is reasonable, I should think 
the jury had a right to pass 7 it. 

At the opening of the court this morn- 
ing, citations were submitted by the 
lawyers from authorities bearing on 
the question so lengthily discussed.

No pains or expense were spared to 
make the wedding a brilliant affair, of 
which the story should be handed down 
from generation to generation,, com- 
memorating the great and lasting tri- 
umph of the Methodists over all rivals 
when it came to a really swell occa- 
sion, The church was lined with the 
great leaves of the fan palm, and gay 
with forests of potted plants and banks 
of flowers in tall Japanese vases, Just 
| Servs the altar hung an immense Jap- 
anese umbrella, garlanded with smilax, 
from the center of which depended a 
bell of white carnations. 

Three ushers, Charles G. Simon, How- 
ard Green and C. Johnson, attired in ir- 
reproachable evening dress, kept order 
in the crowded church, and saw that 
the guests were comfortably seated.
